THIRTY-SECOND REPORT 

OP THE 

BOARD OF SUPERINTENDENCE OF THE 
DUBLIN HOSPITALS. 

TO HIS EXCELLENCY LAWRENCE DUNDAS, EARL OF 
ZETLAND,

May it please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour to submit our Thirty-second Annual 
Report, for the year ending 31st March, 1890, of the Dublin 
Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament, and which were 
duly inspected by us, without any previous notification to the 
officials, during the above period. 

These are : — 

1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. 

a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark's Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Concordatum Fund. 

On the several occasions of these inspections we made inqui- 
ries as to the state of each Institution. We visited the wards 
and other parts of the buildings to observe the care and attention 
bestowed on the patients. We examined the dietaries in use and 
the manner of serving the food to the patients. 

We inquired into the nursing arrangements, and the available 
means in each Hospital for the extinction of an. outbreak of fire, 
and such other matters as might assist us to supervise these

institutions and report thereon in accordance with the Act 19 
and 20 Vic., cap. 110. 

On the 1st of April, 1889, there remained 760 patients in these 
Hospitals. 

The number admitted during the year was 9,335, making the 
whole number under treatment 10,077, of whom 8,972 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 432 died. 

Six hundred and ninety-one patients remained under treat- 
ment in these Hospitals. 

Exclusive of Incurables, the mortality was 4'32 per cent, on 
those treated to a termination. 

The total average number of beds occupied in these Hospitals 
throughout the year was 718'25. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the inmates of the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 21 '49 days. 

The statistical information set forth in the body of this Report 
and in the various appendices, is similar in most respects to that 
printed in previous years. 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several Hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during the year ended 31st March, 1890. 

Table No. 2 shows the average cost per bed occupied 
throughout the year ending 31st March, 1890, for maintenance 
and for establishment, and for both, exclusive of buildings and 
furniture. 

Table No. 3 shows the several sources of income of each Hospital. 

Table No. 4 sets forth in detail the chief heads of expenditure 
cf each Hospital. 

Table No. 5 gives the number of patients treated in each 
Hospital, the mortality per cent., the average daily number of 
beds occupied during the year, and the present extent of accom- 
modation for each class of patients. 

Table No. 6 shows the prices of articles supplied to each 
Hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7 gives the various dietaries in use in each Hospital. 

Table No. 8, gives the names of the Governors of each Hospital, 
and number of attendances during the year. 
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Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

On inspection we found this Hospital clean and orderly. The 
various samples of food were of good quality and the cooking 
satisfactory. The personal condition of the patients, their dress 
and hedcling, showed proper attention. 

As on former visits, we endeavoured to ascertain from the 
patients if there existed any reasonable objection to the Hospital 
or dietary, or any want of kindness on the part of the nurses. 
In reply to our interrogations no complaints were made. 

A Eoyal Commission haring expressed the opinion that “ all 
Hospitals which receive assistance from the State ought to afford 
medical instruction,” the Governors endeavoured to give effect to 
this recommendation but found it impracticable, owing- to the 
objection entertained by the patients to the presence of students. 
We would suggest that the Hospital might fairly he utilized for 
the instruction of post graduates. 

We considered it our duty to allude to some defects in this 
Hospital in our last Report, yet the importance of such an Insti- 
tution, if properly constituted, can scarcely be overrated as a 
means of preventing the spread of disease ; and having regard to 
the number of soldiers in Dublin, who are constantly incapaci- 
tated from venereal disease, we are of opinion that it is of tho 
greatest importance to the State that the Hospital should be 
efficiently maintained. 

It has been recently suggested that the Lock Hospital, having 
failed to afford medical instruction, “ has forfeited its claim to 
participate any longer in the Parliamentary grant in its present 
form” — a conclusion in which we cannot concur. It appears to 
us that Hospitals for the exclusive treatment of venereal diseases 
differ essentially from general clinical Hospitals, being main- 
tained rather as a protection to the naval and military services, 
and the public generally, than as Institutions for the relief of the 
sick poor, or as centres of instruction. This principle is estab- 
lished by tho fact that Lock Hospitals throughout the kingdom 
are, as a rule, subsidized by the State, and that this particular 
Hospital receives a grant from the War Office. 

There is no doubt that if a Hospital for disease of this class 
were housed in a better and more salubrious position, and other- 
wise made more cheerful, its operations would be more successful 
than they are now. 

There were 70 patients in this institution on the 1st of April, 
1889; 630 were admitted, and 16 infants were born in the 
house during the year; 643 patients were discharged; 14 died; 
and 59 remained on the 31st March, 1890. 

The mortality was 213 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 36-S5 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 7010, 
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Housis of Industry Hospitals. 

The condition of this Institution on the day of inspection -was 
satisfactory, the buildings being in good order and the sewerage 
said to be effective. 

The wards presented a cheerful appearance, and the beds and 
bedding were properly looked after. Satisfactory replies were 
given to us by the patients whom we interrogated on the subject of 
their fare, its cooking, service, and on the attention of the nurses. 

We ascertained that each ward had an ample supply of rubber 
sheets, draw sheets, hand towels, expectoration cups, feeding 
cups, and foot warmers. 

Although we adverted on several occasions to the structural 
defects of the Richmond Hospital, and to the objectionable 
features of its immediate surroundings, still the success which 
has hitherto attended its surgical work demonstrates that this 
depends more on good management than on the character of the 
building. We observed that in this Hospital there are special 
wards where delirious and noisy patients can be placed who 
otherwise might disturb the inmates of a general ward. 

Provision should exist in all hospitals for isolating patients 
affected by septic conditions, certain lung affections, or offensive 
cases likely to contaminate the air of a general ward. 

We wish again to draw attention to the practice of depositing 
old surgical dressings, poultices, plasters, &c., in the ashpit. 
This arrangement, for obvious sanitary reasons, is objectionable. 
In a former Report we recommended that all such ward refuse 
should be removed from the wards in a suitable can and burnt 
immediately in a furnace constructed for that purpose. 

Complaints having reached us that a patient of the Whitworth 
Hospital had been illtreated and neglected by the officials, we 
felt it our duty to hold an investigation into the circumstances 
attending the case ; and on the 1 8th September wo met at this 
Institution and examined all witnesses who could afford any 
information on the subject of inquiry. 

We ascertained that this patient was admitted to the Whit- 
worth Hospital on the 13th August, and died suddenly and 
unexpectedly of perforation of an ulcerated intestine, due to 
typhoid fever, on the 24th August. Having carefully considered 
all the evidence, we were of opinion that this patient was 
skilfully, kindly, and carefully treated. 

Subsequent to this inquiry the body of the deceased was 
exhumed, and a Coroner’s Inquest held at the Morgue on the 20th 
September. A verdict of an exonerating character was returned. 

We are happy to be able to testify in favour of the general 
efficiency of the House of Industry Hospitals. The Governors 
take an active interest in their management, and the medical 
officers are gentlemen of high eminence in their respective 
branches of the profession. 

The nurses are all competent, kind, and attentive, to the 
patients ; they are under the control of two highly trained Lady 
Superintendents and a matron of long experience. 
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Hardwicke Hospital. 

Twenty-two patients remained in this Hospital on the 1st of 
April, 1889 ; 692 were admitted, including one infant horn in the 
house, during the year; 619 were discharged; 65 died; giving a 
mortality ol 9'52 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 32-87, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 16-83 days. 


Whitworth Hospital. 

On the 1st of April, 1889, 39 patients remained in Hospital ; 
524 were admitted ; 478 were discharged ; 44 died ; giving a 
mortality of S-43 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. 

- The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 36’12, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
under treatment averaged 23-42 days. 

Richmond Hospital. 

There were 55 patients in this Hospital when the year com- 
menced; 703 were admitted; 664 were discharged; 37 died; 
giving a mortality of 5-29 per cent, on 700 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
53-24, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 
25-67 days. 

Steevens’k Hospital. 

On inspection we found the wards and other parts of this 
Hospital clean and well ventilated. The patients were carefully 
attended to, the changes of linen sufficient, the different descrip- 
tions of food were good, and the cooking satisfactory. 

During the year many improvements have been made, and 
under the supervision of Mr. Kaye Parry, c.e., a new sanitary 
annex to the wards (at the cost of £210) is in process of construc- 
tion on the south of the Hospital. This annex abuts on the 
main buildings, and consists of lavatories, bath-rooms, and water- 
closets of the most improved modern construction. By this 
addition the sanitary arrangements of the Hospital are now 
approaching completion. We have ascertained that over £180 
was paid during the past year for the painting of the corridors 
and wards, and everything possible is being done to promote the 
comfort of the patients. 

With regard to the advisability of maintaining a maternity 
within the walls of this Hospital, ,we have again given the 
subject our best attention, and have nothing to add to what we 
considered it our duty to state in our last Report, 
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This is the only general Hospital in Dublin which has a special 
ward for the reception and treatment of male patients affected 
by venereal diseases. 

" If lock wards for male patients could he maintained at clinical 
Hospitals, such an arrangement would he a valuable means of 
promoting medical education. 

Publicity having been given to a report that the late Registrar 
of this Hospital had misappropriated funds of the Institution, we 
deemed it our duty to address a communication to the Chairman 
and Governors of the Hospital, and in reply they have signified 
that when certain irregularities were discovered, they directed 
their legal advisers, with Messrs. Craig and Gardner, public 
accountants, to carefully inquire into all the particulars of this 
matter. Investigations are still in progress. 

On the 1st of April, 1889, 94 patients remained in Hospital; 
1,164 were admitted during the year : 1,139 were discharged ; 36 
died; and 83 remained on the 31st March, 1890. 

The mortality was 3’07 on the total number treated to a ter- 
mination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 23 8 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 82 02. 


The Meath Hospital. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report that this Institution con- 
tinues to be conducted with great efficiency. The patients are 
treated with care and attention, and order and regularity prevail. 
The employment of a superior class of nurses continues to give 
satisfaction. They appear to be earnest, intelligent, and pains- 
taking. 

The diet and prescription cards, including the record of cases, 
were examined, and found, as usual, written up to date in the 
medical wards. 

The various articles of food, including bread, beef tea, milk, 
&c., which we examined, were found without exception of good 
quality, and as far as we could judge the cooking was satis- 
factory. 

The Barber wing and Bury wards, which were opened last 
year, have added materially to the bed accommodation of the 
Hospital. We were sorry, however, to find that on the day of 
inspection the available space for patients in the male accident 
ward was much less than it should be, all the beds being occupied, 
and two extra patients on the floor. Such overcrowding must 
tend to retard the recovery of patients. 

We claim at least 1,000 to 1,200 cubic feet for each patient, 
and an area of 100 superficial feet for each bed. 

We hope, therefore, that funds may soon be available to 
enable the Governors to provide extended accommodation for 
the large number of accident cases that are brought to this 
Hospital. 
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We found, the baths all in good order, with hot and cold water 
laid on. The water-elo3ets and lavatories are of the most ap- 
proved patterns, and are placed outside the main buildings, great 
attention also beincj paid to the ventilation of drains. The store- 
room, which was formerly quite inadequate to the requirements 
of the Hospital, has recently been altered, and is now spacious 
and well lighted. 

The new laundry is working in a most satisfactory manner, 
and his been provided with new washing troughs, drying cham- 
bers, and all necessary appliances. 

We have ascertained that the clothes are as much as possible 
dried in the open air ; and that articles used by patients affected 
by contagious diseases are steeped, boiled, and washed separately. 

The newly erected post-mortem room, communicates with the 
Hospital by a covered way, is sufficiently spacious, well lighted 
and drained, and is also supplied with hot and cold water. The 
mortuary adjoining is appropriately arranged so as to show 
respect to the feelings of the friends of deceased patients. Con- 
siderations of this kind are calculated to lead the public to place 
confidence in the general management of the Hospital. 

The financial accounts appeared to us to he carefully kept, and 
the expenditure of the pharmaceutical department is supervised 
as follows Lists of drugs required from time to time are sub- 
mitted by the Dispenser to the standing Committee, and on their 
approval are signed. This method is calculated to answer tho 
purpose of controlling the expenditure, or at all events of fixing 
the responsibility for it, should it be found to be excessive. 

We would wish here to observe that the representation of the 
medical staff on the Governing Body gives vitality to its man- 
agement, and is a means of preventing unnecessary friction. 

We are of opinion that much of the efficiency and readiness to 
adopt improvements and reforms in the methods of administra- 
tion, which we have noted in this and other Hospitals, may be 
ascribed to the wholesome influence which the medical staff is 
able to exercise through its representatives on the Boax-d of the 
Hospital. It seems consistent with reason that the medical 
officers who possess in the greatest degree experience in the 
working of the Institution, and interest in its welfare and econo- 
mical management, ought to he in a position to advise the Gover- 
nors, and to take part in the arrangements of the affairs of the 
Hospital. 

There were 102 patients in this Hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,279 were admitted; 1,202 discharged ; 80 died; 
and 99 remained on the 31st March, 1890. 

The mortality was 6'24 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 25‘22 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 95'42. 
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Cork-stkeet Fever Hospital. 

The working of this Institution has been brought into a state 
of great perfection. We found every department presenting its 
usual appearance of being kept in creditable order. The wards 
appeared cheerful and well ventilated, but we suggest as an 
improvement, that all gas jets should have funnels fitted over 
them communicating with a shaft or flue by which the heated 
and vitiated air from the wards would be carried oil. 

The patients we questioned signified that they received every 
care and attention from the nurses. 

The provisions were of good quality, and the kitchen accom- 
modation and cooking utensils were sufficient and in order. 

Many improvements have been carried out since our last 
Keport which deserve commendation, and which will tend to the 
efficient working of the service. 

We were glad to find that new windows in the four upper 
wards of the Fever House had been fixed with plate glass and 
top ventilators, so that the temperature of the wards can be 
easily kept up to a proper degree, and at the same time good 
ventilation maintained. 

The old water-closets have been removed and a newer and 
more approved pattern substituted. The closet floors have also 
been changed and laid with concrete. 

We were glad to observe in each annex separate and special 
sinks for emptying ward slops, and for disinfecting bed-pans, 
spit-cups, &e. ; this arrangement insures dryness and cleanliness 
in the compartments where water-closets and lavatory accom- 
modation are sometimes placed. An addition has recently been 
built to the disinfecting chamber, where the patient’s own 
clothing is deposited on admission, whence all articles are removed 
to the disinfecting chamber, and from thence to the clothes room, 
which is fitted up with lattice work divisions, one for each bed 
in the hospital. 

The night nurses have been provided with apartments in a 
detached house, which includes sleeping and sitting room 
accommodation. 

At the commencement of the year 77 patients remained in the 
Hospital; 7SS were admitted; 728 discharged; 64 died; and 
23 remained on the 31st March, 1S90. 

The mortality was 8'08 per cent, on those treated to a ter mi- 
nation. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 58'18, and tho 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 23-82 days. 
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Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

We examined the several departments of this Hospital and 
found the wards and corridors scrupulously clean and in order. 
The patients receive every care and attention. The provisionswere 
of good quality, hut we were not quite satisfied with the cooking, 
for on the occasion of our visit we observed that the mutton chops 
to be served to the patients were fried. We consider this method 
of cooking objectionable for the sick, and recommend that steaks 
and chops be grilled on a properly constructed grate, the smoke 
being drawn away by a side flue ; this arrangement would prevent 
the meat being smoked and blackened. 

The supply of linen is ample, but the apartment wherein it is 
stored is not sufficiently commodious or well lighted. It appears 
to us desirable that there should he more available space for 
mending, classifying, airing, and issuing ward linen. The practice 
which seems to prevail here of airing the sheeting in the wards 
occupied by patients, is objectionable. 

The drainage is said to be efficient, all waste pipes being cut 
off from direct communication with the sewers, and allowed to 
discharge freely in the open air into trapped gullies. 

We were glad to be informed that some imperfections commonly 
existing in so old a Hospital are to be remedied. 

Improved sleeping accommodation for the staff of nurses, ward- 
maids, and nurses in training, is to be provided. 

It is contemplated to erect a lift for patients who sometimes 
reach the Hospital in a condition which renders it impossible for 
them to walk up stairs to the wards. 

A special ward on each floor is to be allotted to patients in 
actual labour, so that those women who may be in the early 
stages of labour will not have to be present when others are 
being confined. 

We hope that the detached building, known as the Auxiliary 
Hospital, may also be l'econstructod, for, considering the structural 
defects of this department, and the great strain on its accommo- 
dation, no proper sanitary conditions can exist. We found No. 
11 ward ill ventilated and all the beds occupied, including three 
patients affected by urinary diseases. As such patients are 
offensive to others, we consider that provision should exist for 
their segregation. 

If all the necessary alterations and additions be carried out, 
including the entire painting of the woodwork of the Hospital, a 
large expenditure will he incurred, but one which will add much 
to the comfort and health of the patients. 

We are confident that the Governors will consider the plans 
carefully and judiciously, and require them to be properly 
earned out. 

On the 1st of April, 1S89, there were SO patients in the labour 
wards ; 1,599 were admitted during the year ; 1,273 were dis- 
charged after delivery ; 309 were discharged, not having been 
delivered ; 8 died ; and 39 remained in the Hospital, at the end 
of the year. 
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Twenty-two patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st of April, 18S9; 883 were admitted; 368 
discharged ; 12 died in the year ended 31st of March, 1890, and 
23 then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 3313, and that of the chronic class 
2452. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour cases averaged 7'42 
days, and that by the chronic class 22'10 days. 

The mortality of the labour patients, deducting 309 non- 
parturient cases, was 0'62 per cent., and that of the chronic class 
3-16 per cent. 


Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

This Hospital, though situated in a very poor locality, has been 
efficiently worked during the past year, and has not failed in any 
respect to maintain its high reputation for promoting gynseeo- 
logical and obstetric teaching. 

The wards are well ventilated and the beds and bedding in 
good order. Prescription and diet cards are properly filled up 
and kept at the head of each bed. 

The patients are carefully attended to, and the various samples 
of food we examined were of good quality, and the cooking 
satisfactory. 

As on former inspections, we ascertained that no student of this 
Hospital is permitted to perform autopsies, or attend dissecting 
rooms or wards in which infectious diseases are treated. 

Fifteen labour cases remained in Hospital on the 1st of April, 
1889; C23 were admitted during the year ; 615 were discharged; 
16 died ; and 7 remained at the close of the year. 

Nineteen patients remained in the chronic wards on the 1st of 
April, 1889; 213 were admitted; 211 discharged ; 3 died; and 
18 remained at the end of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year by 
labour cases was 13'09, and by chronic cases, 1473. The time 
spent in Hospital by labour patients averaged 7'49 days, and that 
by the chronic class, 23-13 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the labour wards 
(deducting 201 that were discharged, not having been delivered) 
w.os 16 deaths in 430 cases, or 3'72 per cent., and for the chronic 
class, 3 deaths, giving a mortality of 1'40 per cent. 


St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

This Hospital gives evidence of being conducted with energy 
and efficiency, hut it is quite apparent that for the number of 
patients the ward space is not sufficient. Although no death 
has occurred during the year, still imperfect ventilation must 
lower the vitality of patients, retard their recovery, and often 
hazard the result of surgical operations. We therefore earnestly 
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hope that extended accommodation may be provided to enable 
the increased work of the Institution to be more advantageously 
carried on. 

The out-patients’ department is not large enough to conveniently 
contain the increased number of patients who come to the 
Hospital. At the same time it is better than it was in former 
years. The average daily number is 60, but frequently the 
number is as high as 100. 

Separate waiting and consulting rooms for the diseases of the 
eyes and those of the ears are desirable. 

Very considerable alterations are much needed in the lavatories, 
and an additional bath-room is required. 

Day-rooms for male and female patients in the Hospital would 
he useful; also a garden or open space for smoking and out-door 
exercise. 

"We have been informed that the Governors, before appealing 
to the public for funds to carry out the above alterations, have 
thought it right to again consider the possibility of effecting an 
amalgamation with the National Eye and Ear Hospital. They 
are aware that by the terms of the trusts under which they 
conduct the Hospital, they have no power to effect any such 
amalgamation, but they believe that if the consent of the repre- 
sentatives of the founder were obtained, the legal difficulties 
could be overcome, and they have directed one of their body to 
communicate with Mr. William Wilde, to ascertain if he — as the 
representative of the late Sir William Wilde — will agree to an 
amalgamation of the two Ophthalmic Hospitals. No reply has as 
yet been received from Mr. Wilde. This amalgamation will con- 
duce to economy and efficiency of management. 

The various samples of food which we examined were of good 
quality, and we found the patients well treated. 

The medicalstatistics are carefully compiled, and form a valuable 
record available for the promotion of science, and afford an 
example which might be profitably studied by the officials of 
other Hospitals. 

As a school for giving instruction in diseases of the Eye and 
Ear, this Hospital continues to hold a high reputation, and accord- 
ingly attracts a large number of students. 

On the 1st April, 18S9, 43 patients were in Hospital; 717 
were admitted during the year; 714 were discharged ; 1 died; 
and 45 then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 4275, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 20-53 days. 


Royal Hospital fob Incurables. 

This Hospital continues to merit the favourable comments we 
have made in previous Reports. 

The administration appears to he thorough and systematic, and 
the supervision by the Governing Body is careful and efficient. 
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The pro visions are of good quality, and the culinary arrange- 
ments are satisfactory. 

The requirements of the patients in all respects a.re carefully 
considered. 

Since our last visitation the Victoria Jubilee Wing, then in pro- 
gress, has been completed, and the female patients were trans- 
ferred to it on the 22nd July, 1889. 

The first stone of this new wing, in commemoration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of Her Majesty’s accession, was laid on the 
29th June, 1887. 

It is on the pavilion system, and consists of four bright and 
cheerful wards, containing at present 97 females. 

The Board of the Hospital, being desirous of providing special 
accommodation for cancerous and consumptive patients, so as to 
isolate and afford more air space for those so afflicted, has 
adopted every recent improvement which can in any way amelio- 
rate their condition. 

Each pavilion has its separate stone staircase, by which the 
upper floor corridor is reached. 

The wards have a south and south-westerly aspect, and are 
sheltered on the north and east. Thus, while open to the sun, 
they are not exposed to the harsh winds so injurious to consump- 
tive patients. 

The wards are heated by hot water pipes in addition to the 
ordinary fire-places, so that an even temperature can be main- 
tained by day and night, combined with ample ventilation. The 
arrangement used for opening and closing the fan-lights for 
airing purposes is novel, and is worked by a revolving key in 
possession of the ward nurse. 

Each ward has a kitchen, with a small range attached (which 
is extremely convenient for nurses and patients), and bath-room, 
lavatories, and water-closets of the most approved description. 
At the opposite end of each ward, facing entrance door, is a bay 
window provided with seats, which is a favourite resort of the 
inmates. Doors in the hay windows supply additional means of 
exit in case of fire, those on the higher level opening on external 
iron stairs. 

In former reports we adverted to the excellent arrangements 
which exist in this Hospital for extinguishing fire, and we have 
observed that the fire-mains inside and outside the old building 
have been continued to the new wing. The flooring throughout 
is of pitch pine, and is side nailed. In carrying out the new 
works, and the remodelling of the old premises, the opportunity 
has been taken of supplying many wants long felt to be impera- 
tively necessary, such as the following : — A day room for the men, 
and also one for the women ; separation rooms for cases not suit- 
able to he in the wards ; a hydraulic lift for patients, coals, &c., 
and one for food ; a second room for each of the resident officials, 
instead of but one apartment, as heretofore ; also improved ac- 
commodation for nurses, and a new laundry fitted with all the 
modem appliances. 
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The roof of the 'women’s day-room is flat, and asphalted, and 
being protected from cold winds, is intended as a place to which 
bed-ridden patients may be wheeled, to enjoy the open air. 

These extensive alterations and additions involve an outlay of 
£15,000, but will render the institution one of the most complete 
in the kingdom, and will add much to the comfort and well-being 
of the patients. The entire work has been well executed, in ac- 
cordance with the designs of the eminent architect, Mr. J. Rawson 
Carroll. 

The Governors are entitled to the greatest credit for their 
persevering energy in maintaining this deserving institution, but 
we are of opinion that if post-mortem investigations were 
permitted to be made, and if students were enabled to visit the 
Hospital, under due regulations, much professional information 
would be gained, and medical education would be thereby pro- 
moted. 

One hundred and seventy-two patients remained in Hospital 
on the 1st of April, 1889 ; 54 cases were admitted ; 9 were dis- 
charged or resigned ; 52 died during the year ; and 165 remained 
on the 31st March, 1890. 

The mortality was 85'25 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 269'S4 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year was 
167-08.
